* “A drop of five degrees Is 
not surprising,” the Weatherman 
tuld the China Mail this morm- 
ing. “In fact, it may well be 
that at 6 tomorrow mor 

the temperature may drop to 40 
or even below that,” 

The Weatherman explained 
that the condition of the sky in 
the next 24 hours would cause a 

difference of two degrees or 
more In the temperature, If the 
sky was clear, then there would 
be no clouds to radiate the heat 
back to dhe carth and Hongkong 
would shiver more, 

Hongkong was enjoying aon 
carly summer weather only “two 
days ogo when the maximum 
temperature on Tuesday was 76.7 
degrees.
